Serrig Grarts.—When onee understood

“grafiing’ is as easy as falling off 1 log. Still

the conditions must be carefnlly attended to If
suecesa ia to be achieved. Stoeks or limbs to be

grafied, not over two Inches in diameter, should

he cut off at the distonee of four inches. A fine

saw shouldgbe nsed. Ineline ¢ he saw sothat the
stump will shed the rain. The bark must be an-

injured. With a sharp kuife smooth of the
stump. Take a case-knife, which is as good as
as any, place it across the heart of the stock, and
force it down with a wooden mallet. Weuse a
very narrow serewdriver for keeping open the
split. Shape the scion wedge-fashion both ways,
keeping the bark intact. We make a shounider
as far op os the scion is shaved; it is not so
strong, but insores growith. The inside of the
bark of both scion and stock must meet or cross.
Set the seion at o slight angle spreading from
each other. When the stock is small and oaly
are scion inserted, place a piece of wood on the
opposite side, If the slit does not close up, tie
round a cotton string to keep it tight upon the
; graft. Cover with onr wax erery part of the cut
wood and alit.  [n three weeks’ time go over the
grafts and rewax if needed. It is air and ruin
getting o that destroy. Where the limb o be
graftied fa from two 1o four inches over, it
shonld be cut say six inches from the tree, and
from four to six scions may be inserted.

To InPxove Prasts.— Hox shall [ grow my
plants eompact and symmetrical in fom? Is &
quession frequently asked by amatenr florists, .
It is a simple matier, ane' Is accowplished by ju-
dirious pruning and eutting.  In nearly all kinds
of lowering plants excepting those grown from
bu'bg, also in trees and sbrubs , buds are formed
at the axis of the leaves alon#the stem or branch-
es, while the growth proceeds from its termina.
tion. This, in perenninis, if not cheeked, con-
tinaed to grow, and vsually canses a tall or on-
shapely form, but by cutting off xt any point, or
pinching out the terminal buds, new shota start
out at the leaf joints below the cut, or if already
started, commenee to grow with encrended vigor,
and will, in due time. resnlt in a better shaped
or more bushy plant or branch. Pruoping or
Ipinch!ng shonld be more generally resorted to
| than it is, for, by observing the principal of
growth just alluded to, and varying the proning
to the habit of kind, it is just as easy to have
your plants, either in the house, conservatory or
garden, of fine form, as to have them otherwise,
and they are so much more rewarding and agree-
able to work among. Little danger exists of
cutting away too much ; persons who resort to
pruning frequently err in cuiting too little. Old
plants with long, Jeafless branches may be en-
tirely reshaped by severe proning.

Derrn axp Distaxce oF Dnarss,—John Joho-
ston, the father of under-draining ia this county,
answers a correspondent in the Tridune, that he
placed the drains in his stiil soils twenty five o
thirty-cight feet apart; and two and one half
feet deep is deep enough for economy and use;
that thus deep tillage and manuring bas bronght
him an average of forty-two bushels per acre over
sixty-fonr acres ; that by this means the average
of the wheat crop can be made as bigh bereas in
Enpgland, with keeping plenty of stock and mak-
ing plenty of munure. He summer-faliows.

Grarys or clons may be cut at any time dur-
ing this month, when the wood is oot frozen.
Cherry and plum cions, however, should be cut
and sct as early In the mooth as pessibie, before
the rise sap and the sweillog of the buds if sue-
cess is desired. Apples and pears are not so de-
licate, and gratting with them cun be deferred.

Strain the liyoor throogh & Bov
sieve or strainer, and add to it & peck of clean
salt, pravionsly dissolved in warm water, three
pounds of ground rice, groaud to u thin paste
and stirred and boiled hot, half a pound of pow
dered 8punish whitening, and a pound of clean
glue, which has been previously dissolved by
first soaking it well, and then hacging it over a
slow fire in n small kettle, within a large one
filled with water. Add five gallous of hot water
to the whole mixtare ; stir it well, and Jet It
stand for a few dauye, covered from dirt.
